T U R H E X T A P P O R TIO N M E N T. 
The next apportionment of congres­ 
sional districts in the United States will 
be made on the census returns of 1890, 
and of course, all publio men, aud, in 
fact, every intelligent reader, are deeply 
interested in the result. A large num­ 
ber of prominent men of both political 
parties have discussed the result in the 
New York Press, and there is something 
instructive ae well as interesting in the 
speculations. 
The Gazette oan do no better than to 
give the summary of all these opinions 
and speculations inbstantially as.it ap­ 
peared in the Press. It ^may be well by 
way of preliminary remarks, to say that 
for some time there bas been much dis­ 
cussion in regard to the present size of 
congress. Borne think the body too un­ 
wieldy already, while others want it in­ 
creased to as high as 450 members, and 
to make room for these additional mem- 
beis to abolish the desks as in the house 
of commons. 
The summary then goes 
on: 
“ There is much that is instructive and 
interesting in these letters. The table 
presented below also bas a value. The 
minimum estimate of population is based 
on the returns cf the several state cen­ 
suses, upon the vote last fall and the 
general knowledge of the drift or migra­ 
tion cf population from one state or one 
part of (be countiy to the other. It is 
probably as Deer correct as any estimate. 
Be me statistoians believe the population 
of the United States will be 67,000,000 in 
1890. The estimate of the census office* 
on uhuh the cest of the forthcoming 
censor ie based, is G5,GCO,CCO.

“ The general idea as obtained from 
the published fetters is to increase the 
population per congressional district and 
ta lessen rather than increase the nam­ 
bit of congressmen* For example, 8en- 
tor Hawley thinks a population of 190,- 
0C0 to a congressional district about 
right, which, if carried oat, woald not in­ 
crease representation, but leave it where 
the Hon: William M. Springer, of Illi­ 
nois, thinks it should be left—at 330.

KILLED IN A COLLISION. 


FIVE PASSENGERS LOSE THEIR 
LIVES AT CHICAGO. 


A Suburban Train Run Into by a Follow ­ 
ing F reigh t—Many H urt— Various 
Casualties. 


C h ic a g o , Sept. 25. —Shortly after 6 
o’clock last night a freight engine on the 
Rock Island road ran into a detached pas­ 
senger coach of a Rock Island suburban 
passenger train at the Eighty-seventh 
street crossing in South Englewood. 
Five 
people were instantly killed, two fatally 
injured, and several badly wounded, one 
or two of whom will probably die.

Tho passenger train left Chicago at 5:35 
p. rn. bound for Blue Island and inter­ 
mediate points and had stopped at the 
South Englewood crossing, as is customary. 
The rear coach, which is for Washington 
Heights, had been detached from the train 
and was lying directly in front of the 
station and about one hundred feet to the 
rear of the suburban train proper. 
Im­ 
mediately following the suburban train 
from Chicago was a freight, which was 
signaled to stop by throwing a semaphore 
across the track. 
The fi eight was going at too great a speed 
to answer to the reversing o: the engine, 
which sti ll k the passenger coach, the oc­ 
cupants of which had no warning of im­ 
pending danger, sending it with a crash 
against the rear car of the train just 
ahead. 
The detached car 
went back several 
feet, when it was again struck by the en­ 
gine, completely telescoping it and pene­ 
trating it as far as the tender. 
When 
the 
crash 
came the terror­ 
stricken people within the car attempted 
to rush to the doors, but before they could 
take a single step they were knocked from 
their feet and almost immediately after­ 
ward burie I in the ruins of the almost 
completely demolished car. 
The awful cries for help were heard 
above the din of the crushing timber, fol­ 
lowed soon afterward by groans of the 
poor unfortunates beneath the heap of 
ruins. 
Tho passenger car was nearly full of 
human beings at the time it was struck, 
and it looked as though all must have 
perished. 
From out the huge opening 
made by the engine a number of men, 
women, and children made their escape, 
some with faces and hands bathed in 
blood ahd others with clothing torn in 
shreds. 
♦ 
Behind these were the poor unfortunates 
who were too severely hurt to help them­ 
selves, and back of all these were those 
instantly killed by the collision. 
When a thorough search had been com­ 
pleted it wa9 found that two ladies and 
two gentlemen had been killed outright 
and a third man was in a dying condition. 
Six other persons were seriously injured. 
The latter six unfortunates were hur­ 
riedly conveyed to their homes near at 
hand, while the dying man was taken to 
the institute of the sisters of mercy. 
The 
five dead were conveyed to the Englewood 
morgue. 
Miss Kelly and 
Mrs. Capt. 
Brown, 
both of whom were killed, were sisters^ 
The engineers and firemen jumped frym 
their trains at the time of the accident 
and have not been seen since. 


Of course everybody who reads good 
books will regret to bear of tbe tai1 ore 
of Belford, Clarke & Co., tbe noted 
bookmakers of Chicago.

They have done more to bring books 
down within the resob of tbe people 
than BDy other publishing house in tbe 
country. They were active, enterprising 
young men, and their business doubtless 
increased more rapidly than capital ac 
onmnlated. Among their publications 
were the works of Diokens, Scott, Cooper 
and Buskin. They had .branch bouses 
in New York and Ban Francisco and es­ 
timated that they bad a capacity for the 
production of 3,COO,GCO volumes per 
year.' 
Cheap books was just the trouble with 
them. They made them too cheap, not 
too f leap in quality, but to o cheap rn 
pri(|g Wby, only think of it, through 
the efforts of Belford, Clarke & Co., tbe 
people were able to buy a good set of 
Diokens, in fifteen volumes, finely 
printed and handsomely bound, for 
four dollars! Thackeray’s works were 
about tbe same, aud so Irving’s and oth­ 
er standard works in proportion. No 
publishing bouse could stand that kind 
of business long. It is true that book­ 
making ie done remarkably cheap, but $4 
for Dickers is too cheap for profit to tbe 
publisher or the working people in the 
printing establishment. 
After paying 
all tbe expenses of getting out snob 
works there was no profit for tbe maker 
or tbe book-reller, and tbe collapse came 
as a matter of course. 


There are periods of i epressiou in tbis 
country when tbe employment and re­ 
muneration of labor are unsatisfactory. 
There are classes of labor whose condi­ 
tion it is desirable to improve. But as a 
whole nowhere else is labor so well re­ 
warded as in tbe United States, nowhere 
else is it so generally prosperous, no­ 
where else bas it so great opportunities, 
and nowbeie else baa it so few sound 
reasons for complaint .'•‘ Omaha Bee.

THOM THE JAWS OF DEATH.

ne In cid en t o f F ifty Years A go in 
a Coal M ine. 
About the year 1839 my grandfather 
wa > inside s uperintendent of the Nesque­ 
honing mine near Mauch Chunk, says 
a writer in the Philadelphia Press. 
At that time anthracite-coal mining 
was conducted on a rather primitive 
scale as compared with the operations 
of to-dav, and instead of the present 
improved safety-lamp, tallow candles 
were used by the miners. 
One day 
during the noon hour a number of the 
men, among them my grandfather, had 
gathered together at dinner, 
One of 
the men had stuck his candle in some 
manner fast to the wall, not noticing 
that immediately below it stood a large 
open keg of tho heaviest 
blasting 
powder. 
Unsuspicious of danger, 
tho men 
chatted and ate their dinners. 
Sud­ 
denly, without a second’s warning, the 
candle fell directly into tho keg of 
powder. 
Every man threw himself on, 
his face, expecting to be blown into 
atoms. 
But tho explosion 
did not 
come. 
For a few awful seconds they 
lay there, 
awaiting death with fast- 
beating hearts. 
Finally my grandfath­ 
er said: 
“ Boys, I can’t stand this 
any longer. 
I am going to get the 
candle out of there. 
All of you lie just 
as you are.” 
He sprang to his feet, 
rushed to the keg, and there a sight 
met his eyes enough to shake the ston­ 
iest nerves. 
Sunk deep into the pow­ 
der, but bolt upright, stood the candle, 
with the tlamo a short half-inch from 
the powder. 
Bringing all his remain­ 
ing nerve to bear ho reached down in­ 
to the keg and carefully lifted the can­ 
dle out. 
It was some time before the 
men could realize that they were out 
of danger, 
but when they did thoy 
awoke tho distant echoes of tho old 
mino with their cheers. 
However, 
like the sturdy Englishman that ho 
was, he pooh-poohed 
them back to 
their dinners again, and said any ono 
of them would have done the same 
thing, giving as his reason for doing it 
that ho was tho nearest man to tho 
keg.

pealed them, many others retrying to 
pass them, the question ocmee, what can 
be done? 
The position of the church 
should be everywhere. The saloon is a 
monster evil and ought to be suppressed. 
It prohibition can not be secured, then 
local opion, if local option is beyond our 
reaoh , then b’gh Iscense, 
“ God pity 
tbe man who will vote with tie saloon 
keeper fir 
lo license rather than for 
high licence.” It is net in the scope of 
the civil law to determine what is ideal­ 
ly right, but what 
capable of being 
enforced. lo this great work of tem­ 
perance reform tho aggressive prohibi­ 
tionist must exercise chrrity for tbe 
milder temperance worker, end tbe mild­ 
er temperance worker must exercise 
charity for tbe aggrersive prohibition^ 
Mr. Campbell spoke upon the Chine 
methods of {Sabbath reform, and of the 
strong eiToit being made to sweep away 
tbe Sabbath as a Divine institution, anc 
said he considered tbe babbath regarded 
in this light es one of the greatest bull 
works of christianity. The Sabbath is 
engraved upon the constitution of man 
by the finger of Gcd. lake it away from 
man and yon lower bim to the level of 
beast of burden, 
He further demanded a reform in our 
divorce law, the looseness of which bac 
come to be a crying evil all over the land 
The ratio of divorces to maniages being 
cn eto ten . Mr. Campbell’s paper ere 
ated a lively discussion opened by Rev 
Titswortb. tit wra evident that all were 
temperance workers, bat some diffeiec 
in the method to be pursued in obtaining 
temperance reform.

In resfocd hg to the fire alarm last even 
leg at the McLean Woolen Factory, tbs 
we st side hose company experienced one 
of those hair breadth escapes often told in 
6tory papers and novels. It appears that 
a arm box 53, Heated at the woolen fac­ 
tory, was cut of order, and refused to 
send in an alarm. 
This compelled the 
men at the mill to 
go 
to 
box 
number 52, at Center and Western 
avenues, half a mile from the mill, where 
tbe alarm was cent in. This was a little 
misleading to the firemen. 
Reaching 
Western avenne the apparatus was well 
together, trailing along at a lively mn and 
watching tor the appearance of smoke. 
On arriving at box 52 Richard O’Don­ 
nell, who was standing by the box, in­ 
formed the drivers as they passed that 
the fire was down at tbe factory. This 
nerved 
them 
up 
to 
urge 
the 
horse 
to make a 
half mile 
run 
with 
all 
tbe 
speed 
they 
pos­ 
sessed, ss the information indicated that 
a fire was in progress in one of the fac­ 
tories and that time was precious. The 
horses all seemed to take in the situa­ 
tion and awa/ they flew west on West * 
em avenvewith the west side boys near­ 
ly a block in advance. Reaching Gold 
street Mr. OM, looking towards tbe 
woolen factory, could see co signs of fire, 
and naturally concluded it was at tbe 
ootton factory at tbe foot of tbe race, and 
passed on to Palm street, with the east 
side carnage following dose behind. 
Oil turned on Palm street and, blinded by 
having just passed under an electnc light 
did Loot rightly 
judge his where­ 
abouts. On went bis horses at lightning 
speed, ar d in a ii stunt there was a tre­ 
mendous splash in tbe water—horses, 
carriage and min . were landed in tbe 
race thirty feet from shore in eight feet 
of water. A lady stepped close in front 
of tbe east side carriage at the ooroer of 
Western avenue and I aim street, and

ditch.’’ Murphy (ailed up and was told 
the fire was at tbe woolen mill. 
He 
* 
wheeled around in an instant and retraced 
tbe road around a block and crossed over 
to the mill, when it was announced that 
No. l ’s boys were lost in the race just 
below. All heads hastened to the res­ 
cue, and in a few minutes it was found 
that all Land, including the horses, were 
above water. 
People breathed easier, 
and free advioe in volumes was given as 
to the best manner to rescue. Orders 
were 
given 
to 
keep the 
horees' 
hiads 
above 
water 
until 
they 
coaid 
be 
freed 
from the 
car­ 
riage. This was easily ’kdone by driver 
O t, who had taken a standing position 
on the carnage and had a good grip on 
tbe lines. Notwithstanding the plung­ 
ing of the frightened hoises, Con. Ryan. 
hoseman of No. I company, and Michael 
Steed, an employe in tbe woolen mill, 
with i at. Gallagher, of No. 2’s company 
g ot down in front of the team and un­ 
locked the collars, thus freeing the 
horses, when they made for shore, land­ 
ing all right. 
A boar was procured, and Driver Ott* 
who could cot swim, was token off the 
carriage and to the shore. The carnage 
being heavily loaded and in each deep 
water, tbe tfficers of the department 
deemed it best to abandon it until day­ 
light, and all hands returned to the city. 
Tbis morning a detail of tbe depart­ 
ment went down with ropes and books, 
aid soon recovered the carriage, the only 
articles missing being a pair of hone 
blankets, two robber coats and the cush­ 
ion, which Hinted off the drivers’ seat. 
Only two men were on the carriage 
when it was plunged into the water. 
Driver Arthur Ott wee e n the driver’s 
teat in charge cf tho team, and Hoseman 
Cid. Ryan was en the footboard behind^ 
Ryan was thrown from the carnage as ii 
went down the bank, and was landed 
bottom down in the race. 
Ott wrs 
thrown from bis seat end fell on the 
tingue of the carriage, which was very 
fortunate tor bim, as he, not knowing 
how to swim, would have been drowned 
bad he fell off in almost any other plaoe. 
The east side biys are congratulating 
themselves on their narrow escape from 
following the west side carriage into the 
water. It tamed out very luckily all 
round.
